If their competitors are 
selling goods cheaper, they take pains that the fact is 
well advertised. There is nothing more tiresome than 
being forced to listen to one of these chronic fault- 
finders while he fumbles the twine around a package 
and waits for the customer to endorse his remarks. We 
believe it would be a good thing for all concerned if 
these merchants joined the suicide club, instead of be- 
ing taken into an association of live merchants. What 
does the customer care for the merchant’s trade trou- 
bles? 


OsaKA, one of the three imperial cities of Japan, 
is the center of great activity at this time, preparing 
for the Fifth National Industrial Exhibition, to be 
held there from March 1 to July 31 of this year. The 
exhibition, which is situated at Imamiya in the south- 
ern part of Osaka, will surpass in magnitude and 
beauty all preceding ones, and will bring before the 
public eye a fuller, more general representation of 
Japanese arts, manufactures, and resources in their 
latest development than has ever been seen before. 
The exhibit will be under the direct management of 
the Imperial Commission, which is presided over by 
His Imperial Highness Prince Kan-in. There will 
be special buildings for classified groups of the ex- 
hibits, and important among them are those of fores- 
try, fine arts, agriculture, fisheries, manufactures, edu- 
cation, zoology, foreign samples, transportation, green- 
house, cold storage, aquarium and machinery. There 
will also be bazars, restaurants, tea houses and the 
ceremonial hall within the grounds. Visitors to the 
exhibition will be fortunate in witnessing the two 
great religious festivals which will be celebrated at 
that time. The festival of Tennoiji will gather over 
ten thousand priests to Osaka from all over Japan to 
parade through the streets in their ceremonial robes 
of rich brocades and brilliant colors. To those who at- 
tend the exhibition will be granted special privileges 
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and free access to many places usually closed to all 
visitors. both foreign and Japanese. 


Rogsert Donawp of London, in a recent address be- 
fore the National Convention on Municipal Owner- 
ship and Public Franchise, New York, speaking of 
municipal ownership of tramways in British towns, 
said: 

“Almost all the large cities in Great Britain not only 
own but operate their own tramways. The advantages 
of municipal ownership are considerable. It regulates 
fares, provides for workingmen’s cars, and fair treat- 
ment to employes ; all this besides a yearly rental when 
the lines are leased. Local civic pride and jealousy, 
however, prevent co-operation between municipalities 
on a large scale. In Glasgow the aim of the munici- 
pality has not been to make a profit in relief of local 
taxation, but to carry the greatest possible number 
of persons the longest possible distance at the lowest 
possible fare. By the end of the present year most of 
the municipalities will have complete systems of elec- 
tric traction in almost all large centers of population 
municipal ownership of street railways is likely to be 
extended. The scope for private enterprises will be 
confined chiefly to linking towns together and opening 
up rural districts.” 


THE growth in importations of manu- 
Statis tics Of facturers’ materials continues to be the 
Pride striking feature of the statistics of our 
foreign commerce. The value of manu- 
facturers’ materials imported in January, 1903, was 
$42,328,748, as against $37,312,513 in January, 1902. 
This shows an increase over January of last year 
amounting to $5,016,235, a gain of about 14 per cent 
in a single year in the value of manufacturers’ mate- 
rials imported. Comparing the seven months ending 
with January, 1903, with the corresponding months of 
the preceding year, a gain of 40 million dollars, or 17 
per cent, is shown over the figures for the seven 
months ending with January, 1902. 

This rapid growth in importations of manufactur- 
ers’ materials has occurred chiefly since 1899. From 
1889 to 1899 there was very little growth in the im- 
portation of manufacturers’ materials, the figures for 
the seven months ending with January, 1889, being 
$147,196,647 and those of the seven months ending 
with January, 1899, $147,306,167. Since 1899, how- 
ever, the growth has been rapid, and the total value of 
manufacturers’ materials imported in the seven months 
ending with January, 1903, is 78 per cent greater than 
the average importation of manufacturers’ materials 
during the period 1889-99, and is actually more than 
double some of the years during that period. Not only 
has the importation of manufacturers’ materials actu- 
ally increased, but the share which they form of the 
grand total of imports has also greatly increased. In 
1889 manufacturers’ materials formed less than 35 per 
cent of the total imports of the country, and in the 
seven months ending with January, 1903, they formed 
over 46 per cent, the share which they form of the total 
imports being larger for this latest period than at any 
earlier time, for a corresponding period, in the history 
of our import trade.

HOME PRIDE MALLEABLE STEEL RANGES. 





The Home Pride Range Co., Marion, Ind., send 
us a handsome catalogue showing their line of Home 
Pride malleable steel ranges. 

All the steel used in the bodies of Home Pride steel 
ranges is of 16-gauge. The oven top and ends are of 
the same gauge, for the purpose of equalizing the con- 
traction and expansion of body, and oven top and ends. 
The bottom of the oven is of No. 10. The linings are 
of 16 and 18-gauge. The body of ranges in all pat- 
terns is in but two pieces. Front and ends are in one 
piece, with the back separate. The Home Pride is 
riveted with Norway rivets. 

All the trimmings on the front of the blue steel 
range are smoothly polished, heavily coated with 
nickel, highly buffed, on a copper foundation and 
permitting the finish to be easily kept clean and bright. 

The malleable iron employed in Home Pride ranges 
is made from what is usually termed malleable pig, 
the highest grade of pig iron used. The cast parts 
when taken from the molds are designated as hard 
iron and are then placed in ovens and subjected to a 
process of annealing of from fourteen to sixteen days, 
the impurities at that time being eliminated and the 
iron almost free from carbon, the brittleness of gray 
iron. This treatment makes it extremely tough and 
it can be beaten and hammered together and subjected 
to the most severe strain without the least possibility 
of fracturing. 

Every piece of malleable iron used in the manufac- 
ture of Home Pride ranges passes through the most 
severe test. It is straightened under a 2,000-pound 
drop hammer, which not only makes the alignment of 
‘tthe parts perfect and a smoother surface, but proves 
the quality, detecting the slightest flaw; if any is found 
the piece is rejected. 

The entire body of range, including back flue, is 
asbestos lined, riveted between the sheets of steel, and 
as a precaution against overheating the floor an addi- 
tional sheet of asbestos is riveted to the steel above 
the lower warming closet. 

The weight of fire box, linings, grates, etc., is one 
hundred and thirty-five pounds, and so distributed that 
the greatest thickness is placed where the exposure to 
heat is the most severe. This point appears in that 
the center piece of back wall is heavier than the two 
end pieces and 27 three-eighth inch projections have 
been added to each piece of the back of the one-inch- 
thick fire wall. 

The back wall is in three pieces, with air space be- 
tween wall and oven, made more perfect by the cut 
under oven, and the front lining in two. The front 
lining has opening to receive pocket for heating left- 
hand reservoir and in right-hand reservoir the opening 
is closed by an extra heavy center piece. The rear of 
fire box is in one piece and the fire door end has double 
lining for coal.

The flue over oven is three and bottom flue four 
inches in depth. On the double sheet of steel at top 
of oven is a brace extending the entire width of flue.

OPPOSE THE PARCELS POST BILL. 





The various hardware men who oppose the parcels 
post bill have strong allies among the grocers as the 
following excerpt from a bulletin sent out by Fred 
Mason, secretary of the National Retail Grocers’ As- 
sociation, amply proves: 

“The National Association at its several conventions 
at Cleveland, Detroit, Milwaukee and Kansas City re- 
corded its sturdy opposition to the parcels post meas- 
ure which has been pending in Congress for three ses- 
sions and is still being pressed by interests that are 
hostile to the retail dealers of the country, entirely dis- 
regarding their fair rights. The audacity in asking 
the Congress to pass this law is unparalleled in the 
annals of monopolistic arrogance and greed. 

“While the measure has its champions, it also has its 
opponents. Among the latter are a number of leaders 
in Congress who are in close touch with the people. 
The solid delegations of a number of states are united 
in opposition, but while a strenuous effort continues 
to be made by those who scheme to cripple the retail- 
ers and smaller dealers, there should be no let up in 
open expression of opposition by the retailers and 
business men themselves. 

“The National Association has for several years been 
fighting the battle of the people against this proposition 
and continues to do so. Its counsel now to its members 
and to the retailers of the country, no matter if they 
have done it before, is to promptly address personal let- 
ters to their senators and representatives in Congress, 
stating their unalterable opposition to the proposition, 
asking them to make sure that the enemy gain no ad- 
vantage by the passage of the parcels post bill. It will 
be wise if letters are also sent to P. B. Otterbeck, who 
is at Washington, and is chairman of the standing com- 
mittee upon legislation of the National Association, 
asking him to sound the note of alarm, at any moment 
required, so that the retailers may rally for their own 
protection. 


“To feel a sense of security is dangerous. Fore- 
warned is forearmed. The members of the national 
and state associations are enjoined to be on the alert. 
They can prevent the success of the scheme of the big 
and greedy dealers in the large cities in only one way, 
and that is to keep up the fight to a finish.”

MONTANA DEALERS MEET. 





The Montana Implement and Hardware Association 
held a meeting at Butte recently.

F. Wiedeman of Lewistown, one of the leading 
dealers of the state, said concerning this proposed 
bill: “Some may oppose this bill, at first glance, on 
the ground that a person should be allowed to buy from 
the man who gives the best bargains, and if the travel- 
ing implement man can make better prices than the 
local implement man he should be allowed to offer his 
goods. without being compelled to pay a prohibitive 
tax. To this it may be answered that the local imple- 
ment man pays to the state, in the shape of taxes, a 
license to do business. And, again, I have noticed 
very closely for several years the results of purchases 
from traveling salesmen, and in nine cases out of ten 
the buyer pays more for his goods than he would have 
to pay had he gone to the nearest implement store. 
Thus the new law will be beneficial not only to the 
home merchants, but will also redound to the financial 
saving of the purchaser.”

" AN OUTLINE OF THE QUESTIONS DISCUSSED.

Many 
subjects were presented, but those of greatest importance to 
my mind were those of grievances, parcel post bill and mutual 
fire insurance.

However, it was particularly gratifying to hear the com- 
munications and reports from the number of manufacturers 
and jobbers, who, recognizing the justice of the retail trade’s 
demands, have pledged themselves to sell their goods only 
through legitimate channels, and do all in their power to 
keep them out of the hands of catalogue houses. 


RETAILERS ARE MAKING THEIR INFLUENCE FELT. 

I wish every member of this association could have heard 
the reports from the different states, that showed so plainly 
and forcefully that the retail hardware dealers, through their 
associations and concentrated action, are making their power 
and influence felt; that manufacturers alike are awakening 
to a realization of the fact that they must take heed of our 
complaints, of the abuses which we are suffering and that 
their own best interests will be conserved by rectifying them. 
It would encourage and stimulate you to work for these or- 
ganizations and you would feel that no goods upon your 
shelves paid you as handsome a percentage of profit as the 
fee and time invested in your association. You would more 
than ever recognize the truth and beauty contained in the 
motto of our ‘own beloved “Old Kentucky,” “United We 
Stand, Divided We Fall,” and I think it would be a most 
appropriate motto for the national asscciation. 


™ LESS INFLUENCE. 

The influence of the retail organization movement is be- 
ginning to make itself felt in at least one particular. The 
interference with the retailer’s. business by the jobbers and 
manufacturers, who go to his customers to dispose of their 
goods, has long been and still is a grievance of which the 
retail merchant complains. It is noticeable, however, that 
there is now much less of this in the West than in the East 
and South. It is more than a coincidence that the states 
where this interference has been diminished are those in 
which retail organization has brought the merchants together, 
and given emphasis to the claims which they make that their 
business shall not be encroached upon by those from whom 
they purchase their goods. Not long ago it was a frequent 
thing at gatherings of hardware merchants in the West to 
hear many complaints against jobbing houses who had taken 
away their trade, as sales were made direct to consumers in 
their territory, but at the recent meetings of most of the a$so- 
ciations, while this matter was referred to, it was evident that 
the evil had been greatly diminished and that the jobbers 
were prompt to remove cause for complaint when the mat- 
ter was brought to their attention officially by the repre- 
sentatives of a strong orgariization. In the East, where retail 
hardware association is less developed, there is much ground 
for complaint, as evidenced by references which are made to 
the matter wherever a group of hardware merchants assemble 
to discuss trade conditions. The success which has attended 
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the efforts of retail associations in this regard promises well 
for their further usefulness. 
THE PARCELS POST BILL. 

A matter of vital importance and that received grave 
consideration was the parcel post bill that has been intro- 
duced in Congress. The provision of the bill is to allow 
packages up to 200 pounds weight to be carried through 
the mails at a cost of only a few cents. 

The vast and far reaching effects of the proposed bill, 
if passed, may at first glance not be apparent, but it will 
require but a few moments’ consideration upon the part of 
any sensible business man to convince himself that no meas- 
ure has been devised that would more completely serve the 
catalogue houses as a weapon of destruction to use against 
the retail merchants of every calling in this country, and par- 
ticularly those of the smaller cities and towns. 

The discussion awakened the delegates to the importance 
of using their utmost endeavor to arouse the fellow mer- 
chants of his community to the iniquity of the measure and to 
the imperative necessity of doing everything in their power 
to prevent the bill from becoming a law. It was arranged 
to have the movements of the bill carefully watched and 
vigorously opposed both in committee and when it comes 
before Congress. 

As the bill, so far as I have learned, has never been re- 
ported, it is believed the opposition has had the desired 
effect. But the “snake is only scotched; it will bear watch- 
ing.” 

NATIONAL FIRE INSURANCE ASSOCIATION, 

The proposition to form a national retail hardware dealers’ 
mutual fire insurance association precipitated a warm discus- 
sion, which was taken part in by every one of the delegates. 
Many speeches were made for and against the measure. The 
Michigan delegates were particularly pronounced against it, 
and justice compels me to say that they argued well. The 
obedience to the expression of this association at its last meet- 
ing your representatives championed and voted for the propo- 
sition, and the question carried and was referred to the exec- 
utive committee, which was authorized to take the necessary 
steps to its organization. 

Your representatives opposed the proposal to pay the 
president of the National Association a salary of one thousand 
dollars per year. I took the position that the association was 
too weak numerically and financially to pay a salary, and that 
it offered too great a temptation to someone to aspire to the 
presidency who would want it solely for the money there 
was in it, without regard or care for the welfare of the asso- 
ciation. I did not think there was a man present who could 
be guilty of such a thing. I did not think from appearances 
that there was one there (except myself) who needed the 
thousand dollars, but the paying of such a yearly salary might 
result in the wrong man gaining the position and do great 
injury to the association. For that reason I was against the 
proposition at the time. 

The convention honored your representatives by placing 
Mr. Wagner upon the committee on constitution and by-laws 
and myself on nomination of officers. 

In conclusion let me say this in behalf of our own state 
association :

I attended that meeting and was made happy by finding there 
Mr. Wagner, together with Mr. Jos. C. Kirchdorfer, who had 
arrived before me. 

Your representative was strongly impressed with the 
delegates at that convention and was surprised and delighted 
with the personality and character of the men that repre- 
sented the various state associations. They would do honor 
and credit to any deliberative body of this country and no 
one could witness and listen to the deliberations of ‘that as- 
sembly without being firmly convinced that the interests of 
the retail hardware trade were in safe hands and that great 
good would be bound to follow. 

" AN OUTLINE OF THE QUESTIONS DISCUSSED. 

It is my purpose to give you an outline of the questions 
there discussed in as brief a manner as_ possible. Many 
subjects were presented, but those of greatest importance to 
my mind were those of grievances, parcel post bill and mutual 
fire insurance. 

Of first importance I hold that of grievances, under 
which head I naturally place the various complaints made 
against manufacturers who place their goods with the mail 
order houses and also sell direct to the consumer, and those 
jobbers who are not content to sell their goods to the dealer, 
but who are so considerate of his welfare that in their fear 
of the dealer overworking himself they try to relieve him by 
selling to his customers also. 

However, it was particularly gratifying to hear the com- 
munications and reports from the number of manufacturers 
and jobbers, who, recognizing the justice of the retail trade’s 
demands, have pledged themselves to sell their goods only 
through legitimate channels, and do all in their power to 
keep them out of the hands of catalogue houses. 


RETAILERS ARE MAKING THEIR INFLUENCE FELT. 

I wish every member of this association could have heard 
the reports from the different states, that showed so plainly 
and forcefuily that the retail hardware dealers, through their 
associations and concentrated action, are making their power 
and influence felt; that manufacturers alike are awakening 
to a realization of the fact that they must take heed of our 
complaints, of the abuses which we are suffering and that 
their own best interests will be conserved by rectifying them. 
It would encourage and stimulate you to work for these or- 
ganizations and you would feel that no goods upon your 
shelves paid you as handsome a percentage of profit as the 
fee and time invested in your association. You would more 
than ever recognize the truth and beauty contained in the 
motto of our ‘own beloved “Old Kentucky,” “United We 
Stand, Divided We Fall,” and I think it would be a most 
appropriate motto for the national asscciation. 


LESS INFLUENCE. 

The influence of the retail organization movement is be- 
ginning to make itself felt in at least one particular. The 
interference with the retailer’s. business by the jobbers and 
manufacturers, who go to his customers to dispose of their 
goods, has long been and still is a. grievance of which the 
retail merchant complains. It is noticeable, however, that 
there is now much less of this in the West than in the East 
and South. It is more than a coincidence that the states 
where this interference has been diminished are those in 
which retail organization has brought the merchants together, 
and given emphasis to the claims which they make that their 
business shall not be encroached upon by those from whom 
they purchase their goods. Not long ago it was a frequent 
thing at gatherings of hardware merchants in the West to 
hear many complaints against jobbing houses who had taken 
away their trade, as sales were made direct to consumers in 
their territory, but at the recent meetings of most of the a$so- 
ciations, while this matter was referred to, it was evident that 
the evil had been greatly diminished and that the jobbers 
were prompt to remove cause for complaint when the mat- 
ter was brought to their attention officially by the, repre- 
sentatives of a strong orgariization. In the East, where retail 
hardware association is less developed, there is much ground 
for complaint, as evidenced by references which are made to 
the matter wherever a group of hardware merchants assemble 
to discuss trade conditions. The success which has attended 
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the efforts of retail associations in this regard promises well 
for their further usefulness. 


THE PARCELS POST BILL. 

A matter of vital importance and that received grave 
consideration was the parcel post bill that has been intro- 
duced in Congress. The provision of the bill is to allow 
packages up to 200 pounds weight to be carried through 
the mails at a cost of only a few cents. 

The vast and far reaching effects of the proposed bill, 
if passed, may at first glance not be apparent, but it will 
require but a few moments’ consideration upon the part of 
any sensible business man to convince himself that no meas- 
ure has been devised that would more completely serve the 
catalogue houses as a weapon of destruction to use against 
the retail merchants of every calling in this country, and par- 
ticularly those of the smaller cities and towns. 

The discussion awakened the delegates to the importance 
of using their utmost endeavor to arouse the fellow mer- 
chants of his community to the iniquity of the measure and to 
the imperative necessity of doing everything in their power 
to prevent the bill from becoming a law. It was arranged 
to have the movements of the bill carefully watched and 
vigorously opposed both in committee and when it comes 
before Congress. 

As the bill, so far as I have learned, has never been re- 
ported, it is believed the opposition has had the desired 
effect. But the “snake is only scotched; it will bear watch- 
ing.” 

NATIONAL FIRE INSURANCE ASSOCIATION. 

The proposition to form a national retail hardware dealers’ 
mutual fire insurance association precipitated a warm discus- 
sion, which was taken part in by every one of the delegates. 
Many speeches were made for and against the measure. The 
Michigan delegates were particularly pronounced against it, 
and justice compels me to say that they argued well. The 
obedience to the expression of this association at its last meet- 
ing your representatives championed and voted for the propo- 
sition, and the question carried and was referred to the exec- 
utive committee, which was authorized to take the necessary 
steps to its organization. 

Your representatives opposed the proposal to pay the 
president of the National Association a salary of one thousand 
dollars per year. I took the position that the association was 
too weak numerically and financially to pay a salary, and that 
it offered too great a temptation to someone to aspire to the 
presidency who. would want it solely for the money there 
was in it, without regard or care for the welfare of the asso- 
ciation. I did not think there was a man present who could 
be guilty of such a thing. I did not think from appearances 
that there was one there (except myself) who needed the 
thousand dollars, but the paying of such a yearly salary might 
result in the wrong man gaining the position and do great 
injury to the association. For that reason I was against the 
proposition at the time. 

The convention honored your representatives by placing 
Mr. Wagner upon the committee on constitution and by-laws 
and myself on nomination of officers. 

In conclusion let me say this in behalf of our own state 
association : 

Talk for it! Work for it! Stick to it!

A NEW ORLEANS RESOLUTION. 

A most respectful and in every way acceptable communi- 
cation was received at the New Orleans convention of the 
National Hardware Association in November last from the 
National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, which com- 
munication called the attention of- the members of our asso- 
ciation to some of the difficulties which the retail hardware 
dealers of the country are compelled to face. The communi- 
cation was given very serious consideration and very freely 
discussed. At the conclusion of the discussion the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, It has come to our attention that 
have been made by some manufacturers that there have been 
cases in which members of our association have bought goods 
from manufacturers or have permitted the use of their names 
in connection with such purchases, and that such goods have 
been furnished to certain catalogue houses without a legiti- 
mate jobbers’ permit; 

Resolved, That we cannot believe that any member of 
this association has been guilty of such.vicious conduct. 

Resolved, Further, that we hereby instruct our secretary 
to make a full investigation of such charges of this character 
as may come to his knowledge, and to report the result of his 
investigation to the executive committee at the earliest pos- 
sible day thereafter. 

STANDS READY TO INVESTIGATE. 

A copy of this resolution is in the hands of the most 
efficient secretary of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association and as secretary of the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation I stand ready in every instance to investigate charges 
of the nature alluded to and while we have nothing in the 
constitution and by-laws of the National Hardware Associa- 
tion providing for the dismissal of a member, we want to 
assure you that some door will be opened and opened quickly 
for the exit of any concern which pursues a course so an- 
tagonistic to the interests of their best customers. Since the 
placing of this resolution in the hands of the secretary of the 
National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association we have heard 
of no complaint regarding members of our association. 

LIST OF ASSOCIATION MEMBERS. 

As I stated to you a year ago there are a few firms en- 
gaged in the wholesale hardware business not connected with 
our assocaition and if in the future you hear of jobbing 
houses being the source of supply for those concerns who 
would destroy your profits I ask that you make very careful 
inquiry as to whether such parties are members of the Na- 
tional Hardware Association or not. 

I now hand the secretary of your association a list of the 
members of the National Hardware Association and wi!l give 
any member of your association a similar list who may be dis- 
posed to write for it.

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QUAKER FURNACES. 





The Quaker Mfg. Co., Chicago Heights, Ill., send 
us a circular describing their Quaker furnace. The 
brick lining in this furnace is away from the shell 
and the hot air passes over these linings and gets be- 
tween it and the shell. This is a heavy steel furnace 
having a single shell of one-eighth inch mild steel en- 
circling the fire box, combustion chamber and ash pit. 
The dome is made of 3-16-inch steel, dished and 
flanged and riveted in, making it perfectly air-tight. 

The fire box is all steel, lined with fire brick or 
heavy cast iron linings in sections. The combustion 
chamber is large and the products of combustion as 
they escape from the fire box come in contact with the 
dome and upper portions of the heating surface; they 
then pass downward into the narrow space between the 
fire box and the vertical steel heating plate at the 
lower part of the furnace. 

As the cold air enters the air-heating chamber at 
the bottom it first comes in contact with the lower 
portion of the heating plate. 

The grates are strong, durable, simple and triangu- 
lar, rocking and clinkerless. The basket grate allows 
air to pass in and through the fire when the draft is on. 

The improvements for 1903 include: First, the 
automatic puff damper, which is so hinged as to re- 
main closed; but if there is an explosion of gas, instead 
of blowing open the door, the damper opens, permits 
the escape of the gas and closes itself. Second, a hot 
air blast enters the lower part of the furnace extending 
up to the top of the fire pot, where it delivers air suf- 
ficiently heated for combustion. Third, the Quaker 
water heater is placed in the fire pot in place of a sec- 
tion of the brick lining.

The tobacco box shown in the accompanying draw- 
ing is intended to hang against the wall. Let Fig. 1 
represent front view, Fig. 2 the side view and Fig. 3 
interior view of box and cover, Fig. 4 sectional view 
of box and cover, Fig. 5 front view of drop cover when 
open. A, A in Fig. 1 represents a pair of match safes. 
The triangle on Fig. 1 is a piece of emery cloth marked 
B. Letters X are brass finishing tacks run through 
and soldered on back. C represents in Fig 2 end view 
of match safe. Dotted line O, O represents where 
bottom is soldered in. D, D represents brass chain, 
one end attached to box and one to cover, to support 
the cover when open. E in Fig. 3 is a hexagon half 
globe or cup for tobacco. F im Fig. 3 is a receptacle 
G in Fig. 4, heavy line, is a piece soldered

for cigars. 
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on cover, converting it into a box or receptacle for 
holding pipes and cigar holders. 

To cut any of the patterns you simply need the 
profile of each, or line marked H, H in Fig. I os ex- 
terior line of each figure shown. The bracket is a half 
dodecagon. To obtain the pattern divide each curve 
in profile in any number of equal parts; from points 
thus obtained drop lines to intersect miter lines, as 
shown in plan; at any convenient place draw line at 
right angles, as Y, Y. Lay out, on said line, distances 
as obtained in laying out profile; erect perpendicular 
lines from points so obtained and number the lines to 
correspond with numbered lines on profile; at inter- 
section of lines with miter line draw line at right an- 
gles to perpendicular lines until they intersect with 
lines with same number in stretch out. A line traced 


through those points will form the pattern required.

story to the end of the building runs a louvre with 
windows on both sides, arranged so that they can be 
opened mechanically from the floor. The numerous 
windows and louvre contain over 3,000 panes of rib 
glass set so as to reflect ample light and to give ven- 
tilation to all parts of the interior. The entire ground 
floor is set in concrete and 2-inch tongued and grooved 
flooring, except the part under the offices, which is used 


. y 
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as a boiler room and workmen’s lavatory, which has 
Granitoit flooring. The building is heated throughout 
with steam coils and radiators placed at close inter- 
vals, making it very comfortable in the most severe 
weather. The lavatory is arranged to insure absolute 
cleanliness and is equipped with individual lockers, sta- 
tionary washstands with hot and cold water, gymnasi- 
um and all conveniences. The ground floor contains 
18,000 square feet of floor space and is arranged in 
different departments. Views of some of these de- 
partments are shown in the illustrations. They include 
a round die department, irregular die department, press 
department, erecting floor and blacksmith’s shop. All 
of these departments have been equipped with new 
and modern tools and appliances for the rapid han- 
dling and production of work. The round die depart- 
ment is furnished with tools adapted to produce dies 
for every known kind of sheet metal article used in 
the manufacture of cans, buckets, kegs, electrical goods, 
stove work, etc. In this department are to be found a 
considerable number of special tools, some of which 
have been built by the company and others by well- 
known makers; also lathes made by the most promi- 
nent manufacturers of the country. 

The irregular die department, shown in the illus- 
trations, is also equipped with special tools to produce 
dies for flat and irregular pieces made from bar and 
sheet metal. A number of special tools are included in 
the equipment, such as slotters, shapers, routers, verti- 
cal and horizontal millers, small lathes, drills, etc. 
Many tools of the highest class have been added within 
the past six months. Owing to the nature of the work 
of this department a great number of tools are brought 
into use on even the smallest piece of material, and the 
workmen are obliged to be of the highest skill to 
handle the material through the different operations 
from machine to machine. 

In the press construction department are many ma- 
chine tools which are in daily use in all the leading 
shops throughout the country. The range is very 
noticeable, varying from the smallest drill to large 
planers and boring mills. We understand these tools, 
which are absolutely necessary, are all constantly used, 
as the works produce machines ranging from beaders 
and trimmers of 50 pounds up to heavy double crank 
geared presses weighing 30,000 pounds. Each ma- 
chine is operated by a skilled mechanic, who becomes 
expert at his particular class of work. 

One feature of the erecting floor, where the various 
machines are assembled, is the crane service, of the 


jib and traveling type, covering the entire length of | 


the building, a convenience which counts for much in 
handling and producing goods in the shortest possible 
time. 

Another department, in addition to those illustrated, 
is the blacksmith’s shop, which is run independent of 
the works and contains power hammers, shears, forges, 
furnaces, etc., to produce the different forgings used 
principally in die construction. At one side of this 
shop is situated the hardening shop, which takes up 
but a very small space, yet is of the greatest impor- 
tance. The various parts, after being finished, have to 
be hardened, and carelessness on the part of the men in 
charge is apt to entail considerable loss, the pieces to 
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be hardened being often of different shapes, some of 
but a few ounces in weight, while the blanking dies run 
into the 100 pounds, and each piece has to be handled 
differently. The wood-working department, pattern 
shop and pattern storage room compose the entire sec- 
ond floor and are equipped with band and bench saws, 
wood lathes, trimmers and other wood-working ma- 
chinery. Wide galleries are distributed throughout so 
as to make every pattern accessible without loss of 
time. 

The entire plant is operated by a series of motors, 
some of which are directly connected. . Offices and 
drafting rooms, sample rooms, etc., comprise the bal- 
ance of the plant. Although not comparing in size 
with some of the largest manufactories in the country, 
the completeness of the plant has been rarely equaled. 
Their output covers all known styles of press, die'and 
tool used in producing sheet metal goods.

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CONFERENCE ON REPORTED VIOLATIONS OF 
TIN PLATE SCALE. 





A conference was held in Pittsburgh recently be- 
tween officials of the American Tin Plate Co. and the 
Amalgamated Association over the reported violation 
of clause 5 of the tin plate scale. This clause pro- 
vides that all sheets or tin plates, 14 feet square and 
over, when finished in six or more sheets to the pack, 
shall be paid at an advance of 10 per cent above the tin 
plate scale on 26-gauge and heavier, and 20 per cent 
for all lighter gauges up to and including 32-gauge, 
and for all sheets or tin plate 15% square feet and 
over, finished in fours, the same percentage shall apply. 
The tin workers some time ago reported to headquar- 
ters that at some of the Western mills black plates 
were folled which were not to be tinned at the regular 
tin plate rates and an investigation was made, The 
conference resulted, but the Amalgamated officiais 
could not prove that the clause was being violated and 
the conference adjourned without taking any formal 























action. However, tin plate workers have been instruct- 
ed to report any future violations to their delegates 
whe will attend the convention at Columbus on April 
14, when the matter is to be again taken up.

There has been a moderate in- 
quiry for seconds from railroads and mining interests. 
Manufacturers quote for round lots, f. 0. b. Chicago, as 
follows: 4-inch, $34; 6-inch, $33, and 8-inch, $32, for 
water pipe, and $1 per ton higher for gas pipe. 





BILLETS. 

Higher prices have been obtained and a strongei 
tone developed for foreign steel, about 2,000 tons of 
Belgian Bessemer billets selling at $31.50, duty paid, 
delivered at Chicago, for delivery during the second 
quarter of the year. Domestic rerolling billets are 
scarce and nominal, but there has been a good demand 
for small lots of domestic open hearth forging billets, 
sales being made at $35 to $40, according to analysis, 
buyer and time of delivery.
